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Applicants respectfully request the nullification and withdrawal of the Terminal 
Disclaimer filed in the above-identified case on August 17, 2009 pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.182. 

In the Office Action of April 17, 2009, the Examiner issued an obviousness 
double patenting rejection of claims 1-11 in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,858,193. 

In response to the Office Action of April 17, 2009, Applicants amended the 
claims to include the features of claim 14 "coating to an inert honeycomb made of 
ceramic or metal" and erroneously filed a Terminal Disclaimer in the above-identified 
case on August 17, 2009 disclaiming term in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,858,193. The 
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features of claim 14 remain in the currently amended claims making the Terminal
